This is a decision on the petition filed October 16, 2006, under 37 CFR LI 81 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition is dismissed. 



A final Office action was mailed November 29, 2005. The Office action set an extendable 
shortened statutory period for reply of three (3) months. In other words, absent payment for an 
extension of time, a reply was due on or before February 28, 2006. The Office failed to receive a 
reply. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed June 13, 2006. 

The petition asserts a reply was filed with the Office on February 19, 2006. 



In order for the petition to be granted, petitioner must prove a timely and proper reply was filed 
in response to the final Office action mailed November 29, 2005. 

A proper reply to a final rejection consists only of: 

(1) an amendment which prima facie placed the case in condition for allowance, 

(2) a Notice of Appeal and the required fee, 

(3) aRCE,or 

(4) a continuation application. 

The Office of Petitions contacted the examiner to determine if the reply submitted by petitioner 
on June 20, 2006, is a proper reply to the final Office action mailed November 29, 2005. 

The examiner determined the reply was an improper reply to the final Office action. Copies of 
an Advisory Action and Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment are attached.

Discussion: 



Since the reply was improper, even if timely filed, the Office need not determine the exact date 
the reply was first filed with the Office. 
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Petitioner may wish to consider filing a petition to revive based on unintentional abandonment 
under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b). A grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b) must be accompanied 
by a proper reply, the required petition fee ($750 for a small entity), and a statement that the 
entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .137(b) was unintentional. A copy of a blank petition 
form is enclosed for petitioner's convenience. 

Any petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) should be accompanied by a proper reply in the form of a 
Notice of Appeal, RCE, or continuation application. If petitioner fails to reply in the form of a 
Notice of Appeal (and fee), proper RCE, or continuation application, it may be construed as an 
intentional delay in presenting a grantable petition, which may adversely affect petitioner's 
ability to revive the abandoned application.
